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Elliott Brown of lowa has Grand Champion Bull and Cow 


This was the eighty-fifth time that the 
people of Illinois and surrounding states 
had assembled to do honor to agriculture. 
More than usual interest was exhibited in 
and about the live stock barns where an 
excellent display of horses, hogs, sheep and 
cattle, highly fitted and well groomed, met 
the eye of the visitor. The Aberdeen-Angus 
section at Springfield’s great show held 
August 14 to 22 contained a few mysteries 
for the judges to solve—this was to be the 
first big show of the middle west and nine 
full herds as well as several part herds met 
to gain a rating to serve somewhat as a 
guide for the season’s itinerary. There were 
among the entrants in the older sections 
many a doddie that had worn a blue or a 
red ticket when leaving the prominent 
arenas of last year. There were, too, a few 
newcomers whose noses had never before 
been lined up along a state fair judging 
arena rail. 

Floyd Armstrong, of Tuscola, Illinois, 
breeder and long time showman, had been 
selected to place the ribbons and he ex- 
perienced no difficulty showing the ringside 
that he knew his Doddies. Floyd did an ex- 
cellent job from start to finish. The ex- 
hibitors were well satisfied and the ring- 
side failed to murmur, thus starting the 
midwest show season off about as smoothly 
as has ever before been done. From Spring- 
field the herds scattered, some pointing 
toward Sedalia and others up Wisconsin 
way in quest of cooler nights. 

Ames Plantation came up from Grand 
Junction, Tennessee; J. B. Hollinger from 
Chapman, Kansas; Congdon & Battles all 
the way from Yakima, Washington; and 
Wayland Hopley and Elliott Brown from 
Atlantic and Rose Hill, Iowa; to see how 
badly they could muss up the program for 
the Illinois breeders. Robert Cresap, of 
White Heath, young Tim Pierce, from 
Creston, the Schwarm brothers from Loo- 
gootee and Garrett Tolan of Pleasant Plains, 
joined hands to defend the Illinois position. 
Considerable assistance was rendered from 
the smaller herds and the young club men 
who are fast becoming breeders of Regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


The curtain rose on a group of six aged 
bulls that was headed by Blackcapmere 
113th 475447 from the Congdon & Battles 
herd. His next door neighbor proved to 
be Tim Pierce’s aged bull Proud Boy 13th 
461427. The Rosemere entry, Prizemere 
387th 486606 came to the top in the group 
of seven two year olds. Illinois ran second 
when Garrett Tolan placed Eileenmere 122d

496910 next to the winner. Black Ruler of 
Bordulac 477471 who had topped this class 
at Great Falls, Montana, went into third 
place for Elliott Brown. Of the seven senior 
yearlings lined up, top honors went to En- 
vious Blackcap B. 6th 504417 shown by 
Elliott Brown. His second was found in 
Ames Plantation Belman’s Beau 494251, 
shown by Ames Plantation. In the finals 
Envious Blackeap B. 6th who had won his 
class and the senior and grand champion- 
ship at Great Falls the week before, scored 
the same honors at Springfield for Elliott 
Brown. 

Competition was keen in all three junior 
bull classes. Tolan was strong enough in 
both the Junior and summer yearling 
classes. Winning the one with Eileenmere 
162d and the other with Eileenmere 168th. 
Hollinger placed second in the junior year- 
ling class with Revemere of Wheatland 12th 
and Tolan held second in the summer divis- 
ion with Eileenmere 188th. There were 
thirteen youngsters in the after September 
bull class which was headed by Ames Plan- 
tation Pride’s Eric shown by Ames Planta- 
tion not alone to the head of the class but 
on through to the junior championship. His 
contender was found in Eileenmere 188th 
shown by Tolan. 

Tolan’s five bull group was good. Brown 
took the lead in both the three and two 
bull sections. Congdon’ & Battles were 
second with five and Tolan was second in 
the other two lots. 

After the group of five aged cows whic 
was headed by Elliott Brown’s good cow 
Elba B. 5th 477920 had been disposed of the 
judge found more work for the entries ran 
from ten to fifteen in each class. This made 
a fine showing. It was unmercifully hot in 
the judging arena, so much so that both 
men and cattle lost their pep and showed 
lack of interest. For that reason the groups 
were put over until Wednesday morning. 

Brown came back in the two year old 
class with Eva of Rose Hill 7th to win the 
class, the senior and the grand championship 
ribbons, same as she had done at Great 
Falls the week before. Tolan had showed 
Ectessa 3d a member of his famous group 
of show cows to second in the aged class 
and Ames Plantation placed their good two 
year old Ames Plantation Babette 2d next 
to the winner in the two year old class. 
Tolan topped the senior yearlings with 
Plantation Bonny Bride. 

Hollinger brought out another one of 
that famous tribe of Chimeras to head the 
junior yearling class of eleven. This was 


Chimera of Wheatland 6th and her next 
door neighbor was Sangamon Evergreen 3d 
shown by Tolan. Fourteen sweet junior 
yearling heifers paraded. At the head of 
the class stood Blackcap Tolan 60th who 
had pust defeated Brown’s heifer Ever Elba 
3d. There were ten heifer calves. Most of 
them will make history. Some undoubtedly 
will make history that will be remembered. 
At the top stood Blackcap Tolan 61st from 
the same dam as the three times Interna- 
tional grand champion cow Blackcap Tolan 
35th. The sire of this baby is Eileenmere 
85th who also wears an International grand 
championship adornment. She had just de- 
feated Erianna B. 4th who comes from a 
string of maternal ancestors about as fam- 
ous in the pages of history as will be 
found recorded there. This is a tribe that 
has preformed in the high places over a 
long period of time. The third heifer repre- 
sented Congdon & Battles great tribe of 
International winning Barbaras and at 
fourth was a daughter of Ames Plantation’s 
famous “Pal” tribe, he having twice been 
reserve International grand champion bull. 
And so this class ran. Surely they will 
grow up to be great cows. The winner of 
this last class was made junior and reserve 
grand champion female of the show. Thus 
upholding the tribal tradition—win ’em 
from the start. 


It required a whole forenoon to parade 
the groups. And did they make some attrac- 
tive black spots in the arena? This was 
without question one of the finest group 
showings the breed has ever made and it 
was done before a packed house of real 
admirers of the breed. A prominent breeder 
of another kind of beef cattle, and he has 
some outstanding specimens of his kind, 
said he almost wished that he had seen a 
string of Blacks like that first. These splen- 
did exhibitions certainly have an educa- 
tional value far in excess of what is 
generally conceded. 


Tolan’s Eileenmere 85th won the get of 
sire class; Brown the aged herd; Tolan both 
the pair of yearlings and the pair of calves; 
Brown carried away the coveted ten head 
trophy.

His contender for the finals 
was General 2d of Ada 49€590 who became 
the junior champion and reserve grand 
champion of the show. He had won the sen- 
ior bull calf class at the 1936 Minnesota 
state fair and stood third in a big class at 
the 1936 International. The grand champion 
was shown by Edwards Brothers and the 
reserve by Hartley Stock Farm. 

The C, P. R. Farm herd carried away sev- 
eral first prize ribbons, however the other 
pair kept the championship ribbons pretty 
much for themselves. Allowing the C. P. R. 
Farm two reserve championships only. The 
reserve senior championship went to their 
entry, Glenelg Megar Middlebrook 2d 
—50371-; and the reserve junior champion- 
ship going to Glenelg Karama Middlebrook 
—53558-. 

In the finals Hartleys Miss Hartley 6th 
502243 was made senior and grand champ- 
ion cow; and Edwards Brothers Barbara 
Rose of Anoka 7th -54092- was made jun- 
ior and reserve grand champion cow. This 
little lady had won her class in the 1986 
Chicago International.

A Dream Comes 


Some men are known as dreamers, al- 
ways dreaming dreams that never come 
true. Carl Oldsen is a man far from that 
type. His dreams have to do with things 
material, things that make for better men 
and better women, things that serve as an 
inspiration to young men and young wom- 
en to do their bit to make this old world 
a better place in which to live. Such a 
dream is rapidly unfolding in 4-H Club 
work. Carl dreamed a dream that led him 
to believe that eventually a 4-H beef heifer 
club would prove to be of more value, more 
comfort and more profit to the participants 
than any other branch of this great work. 
So he set about creating the setup. It 
worked and it is working, and the results 
are highly satisfactory. 

It’s great to feed a champion steer, but 
one can’t keep his pet. It is finer to show 
a champion heifer, keep her, breed her and 
then show her produce to a championship. 
That’s what was done at the 1937 Iowa 
State Fair at Des Moines. Kenneth Ran- 
dolph of McCausland, did the trick when he 
showed Blackcap Rose 7th to the head of 
her class. He had showed her mother too. 

Paul Donohoe, of Holbrook, showed the 
grand champion heifer this year, when he 
lead his junior heifer Brookside Elba 12th 
to the head of a class of twenty-five heifers 
and later to the grand championship. Edith 
Dyer, of Pleasantville, placed her senior 
heifer calf at the head of her class. This 
was Bell Boy’s Blackcap K., and there were 
twenty-eight others in the string. Marion 
won the group of five from one county. 

Here is a group of fifty-four heifers 
nearly every one of which will be kept and 
go into production and it will not be many 
years until their owners will be the men 
and women who will help direct the destiny 
of our great breed of cattle.

pe indisputable fact. Modern. breeds of 
cattle arose from an almost bewildering ar- 
yay of colors and color combinations, types, 
and detailed features of conformation. Each 
breed emerged with an exclusive color pat- 
tern and a typical body form. Nor was the 
fixation of color patterns and body types 
accidental. Various groups of farmers had 
different ideas with reference to colors and 
types. One group preferred black, hornless 
cattle; a greater variety in color was more 
pleasing to another group, and so reds, 
whites, and roans were established as a 
breed; still other farmers were fascinated 
by a fixed combination of red and white, 
and thus the striking individuality of Here- 
fords had its beginning. 

Faith in their knowledge of heredity en- 
abled intelligent farmers to bring a semb- 
lance of order out of chaos in cattle breed- 
ing. Broadly speaking, the rich accomplish- 
ments of the past were due to the wise se- 
lection of parental types, and the elimina- 
tion of subsequent offspring that did not 
measure up to a definite ideal. Vigilant 
selection and ruthless culling therefore have 
been, and still are for that matter, the tools 
of heredity that make for progress in cat- 
tle breeding. 


Widely divergent color patterns and body 
types are fixed sufficiently to be taken for 
granted. The casual observer does not no- 
tice slight variations in color or type with- 
in the breed; all Herefords, for example, 
look alike to him. Nevertheless, variations 
are still responsible for perhaps the most 
perplexing problem with which breeders are 
confronted. And centuries of experience in 
selection and culling have not revealed to 
practical breeders why these variations oc- 
cur or how to avoid their appearance.

with certainty that no grand champion at a 
major show has ever been the result of mat- 
ing an inferior, almost nondescript cow with 
a bull of similar individuality. That it is as 
futile to expect champions from ancestors 
plainly not of championship calibre as it is 
to look for grapes on brambles, is almost 
a truism. Such pleasant surprises simply 
do not happen. Unpleasant surprises, 
however, arise from the fact that champions 
quite often produce offspring 
that do not even approach 
championship calibre, and 
that full brothers and full 
sisters are so often unlike, 
irrespective of the individual 
merit of their parents. 

After all, statements to the 
effect that we really know 
little or nothing of a worth 
while nature about heredity 
in cattle probably do not in- 
dicate intolerance or disap- 
pointment, but rather have 
their origin in the oft repeat- 
ed observations of seemingly 
unpredictable variations 
within established _ breeds. 
Thus, it may be that the 
milestones of achievement 
which are a silent, yet force- 
ful tribute to man’s know- 
ledge and use in the past of 
the principles of heredity, 
are forgotten by those who 
evidence anxious concern for the uncharted 
course that leads to future progress in 
cattle breeding. 

The world owes a debt of gratitude to 
cattle breeders past and present for their 
noteworthy achievements. They are not 
discredited by the fact that the road to new 
and large accomplishments that lies ahead 
can be charted only by the laborious efforts 
and careful experimentation of scientists. 
For it should be remembered that science 
can merely show how further progress may 
be made. Real progress will depend upon 
the acceptance and intelligent use of new 
facts by breeders themselves; hence, their 
future responsiblities will be far greater 
than those of the past. 

A new approach to the solution of the 
now mysterious aspects of cattle inheritance 
came with the re-discovery of Mendelism 
in 1900. In obtaining new knowledge of 
heredity, scientists use materials and meth- 
ods unfamiliar to the practical breeder. The 
microscope reveals hidden facts; fruit flies, 
plants, and small laboratory animals pro- 
vide inexpensive material for experlmenta- 
tion; eventually newly discovered principles 
will be tested with large animals in breed- 
ing programs which may be confusing to 
practical cattlemen. Already the validity 
of quite a number of these new principles 
has been established for cattle. 


The road ahead is being charted. Let 
us, therefore, try to get a glimpse of what 
is being done. In making our survey, it 
will be necessary to take some short-cuts. 
We do not have time here to inspect details 
of scientific proceedure nor to become fam- 
iliar with all of the terms used to designate 
or explains new discoveries. 

All cattle irrespective of size, color, 


breed, type, or sex are fundamentally alike 
in this respect: Each one is composed of a 


vast aggregation of cells. These cells vary 
greatly in size, shape, and composition de- 
pending upon their function or location. 
And yet each animal has its share of cells 
of the various types, shapes, and composi- 
tion common to the species. Manifestly, the 
outward or physical appearances of cells 
suggest few if any reasons for the interest- 
ing variations among individuals, 

All cattle cells regardless of size, shape, 
or function, with one important exception 
to be noted later, are alike in this respect: 
They all contain the same number of micro- 
scopic bodies, at times thread-like in ap- 
pearance, called chromosomes. In_ these 
chomosomes again are even smaller bodies, 
so smail that they cannot be seen under a 
microscope. These smaller bodies are 
called genes or determiners and they deter- 
mine what the different characteristics of 
the individual will be. 


In cattle, each body cell contains sixty 

chromosomes. Here again microscopic 
examination reveals similarity rather than 
variation. 
_ It is primarily in the origin of the new 
individual, rather than in the fully develop- 
ed animal that scientists have found the 
physical basis of heredity. At each service 
a bull discharges from two to four cubic 
centimeters of seminal fluid in a pool at 
the end of the vagina near the opening into 
the uterus. Each deposit of seminal fluid 
contains from one to two billion sper- 
matozoa. Each one of these male germ cells 
has a tadpole like tail that propels the cell 
by whipping back and forth. Thus the 
spermatozoa move forward in the genital 
tract, through the cervix, the uterus and 
uterine tubes until they are near the ovary, 
where union with the egg occurs. Not all 
of the spermatozoa complete the journey; 
most of them die in the vagina and only 
one may function to fertilize an egg and 
cause pregnancy. 

Thus a new individual arises from the 
union of two germ cells, a male cell, the 
sperm, and a female ceil, the ovum or egg. 
The immediate result of this union is a one- 
celled individual; and it is highly significant 
that in this single cell from whch a fully 
developed individual will grow, there are 
only sixty chromosomes. Growth occurs by 
cell division. Each cell added during the 
growth or repair of tissues contains sixty 
chromosomes because the chromosomes 
share in the process of division. Finally, 
almost infinite cell multiplications result in 
a vast aggregation of cells of varying sizes, 
shapes, and functions. This is the new, fully 
developed individual. 

Chromosomes do not occur in a haphazard 
manner or behave independently of each 
other, but are paired in a very definite fash- 
ion. Thus in cattle there are thirty pairs of 
chromosomes and each pair may be recog- 
nized under a microscope by certain distinc- 
tive characteristics. 

But let us return to chromosome numbers 
and their significance. When an individual 
produces germ cells, a special so-called re- 
duction division takes place, so that only 
one of each pair of chromosomes goes into 
a germ cell. For example, as before stated, 
in cattle there are sixty chromosomes made 
up of thirty pairs. The germ cells contain 
only thirty chromosomes. If the chromo-

Fourteen calves were shown in the Voca- 
tional section and this group of Doddies was 
headed by a calf shown by Charles A. Mc- 
Kenny, of King City. In the group of three 
steers shown by the schools, King City won 
first. Charles’ calf was made grand champ- 
ion of this division and later when the two 
clubs combined Charles succeeded in carry- 
ing away the grand championship for the 
whole show. 

George Porteous, of Pacific, Missouri, had 
the pleasure of directing the placings in the 
breeding classes on Thursday, one of the 
hottest days of the whole week. Ames 
Plantation Dixie Boy won the aged bull 
class. 

The class of five two year old bulls was 
headed by Eileenmere 122d shown by Tolan. 
This is the great young bull that was sold 
to Dr. Geo. Laughlin in the last Tolan sale, 
to be delivered following the close of the 
present show season. 

There were but four senior yearlings out. 
At the top stood Brown’s outstanding 
youngster, Envious Blackcap B. 6th, who 
not only captured the blue but the senior 
and grand purples as well, just as he had 
done at Great Falls and Springfield pre- 
viously.

The Juana Erica 
has not many representatives in America 
though it is very much in demand in Great 
Britain. The Evergreens are another Eisa 
family that is very o_o * Great 

itain and America and many famous 
— have come from this tribe. J. C. 
Cridlan, Maisemore Park, Gloucester, Eng- 
land, specializes in the Evergreen Eri- 
cas and has been very successful in produc- 
ing grand champions. You find them among 
the best individuals wherever you go. Their 
popularity starts with the maternal cow 
Evergreen (9929) 34819. She was a champ- 
ion cow and was bred at Ballindalloch, 
sired by the Highland Society champion 
Jilt bull Justice (1462) 854. She was one 
of the high spots of the breed in those 
days. She was sold in one of the Ballindal- 
loch sales in the eighties for the highest 
price an Aberdeen-Angus cow had ever 
attained—500 guineas. Over $2500. She was 
purchased by Col. Smith, of Minmore, Glen- 
levit, and mated to Equestrian 34216, one 
of the greatest bulls your writer has ever 
seen, of any breed. She produced from that 
mating Evergreen 2d (21835) 123802. She 
was somewhat off in color but has discount- 
ed all that in the breeding pen. 

The Eisa Trojan Ericas that have no 
particular relationship with the Juanas and 
Evergreens are the equal of any of the 
Eisa Trojan Ericas, and there have been 
many renowned animals produced from the 
Risa Trojan Erica family. The Chieftain 
Trojan Ericas are not so popular as the 
Enchantess or Eisa Trojan Ericas, though 
some of the greatest bulls of the breed 
have been developed from this branch of 
the Ericas among them Young Viscount 
— of the great rag gg ag of ‘a 
reed, and St. Clair 693 the sire of Black- 
cap 1552 and Blackbird of Corskie 4th 7931. 
There are other great sires that I could 
mention of this family but I will leave that 
to the party interested to write me. 

The Kildonian Erica family is not so 
much in demand, though in the early life 
of the breed in America they were much 
more numerous and played a prominent 
part in the development of the breed. Per- 
haps they shined greatest in the Woodland 
herd at Estill, Missouri. 

The Pride of Aberdeen family has five 
different strains and numerous tribes. Pride 
of Aberdeen 38th had five daughters: Pride 
of Aberdeen 2d, Pride of Akerdeen 3d, Pride 
of Aberdeen 4th, Pride of Aberdeen 5th 
and Pride of Aberdeen 7th. All have made 
records for the breed. You might say that 
some of the tribes have done more than 
other tribes. Perhaps the Mulben Prides 
have been the most desirable and produced 
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more great champions. The Ballindalloch K. 
Prides were developed at Ballindalloch and 
from this family there has come many 
champion bulls and cows. The Prides of 
Aberdeen played one of the best hands in 
the development of the breed of any and 
there is no better family of the breed. No 
herd is worsted by the Prides of Aberdeen. 
They seem to nick with the different fam- 
ilies of the breed better than any other 
family. You find them wherever you go, 
the most fashionable pedigrees have them 
and you find them shining in the show 
yards all over the World wherever you 
find Aberdeen-Angus. 


It is said that in the early day develop- 
ment of the Tillyfour herd in Scotland the 
proprietor thought he would like an Aber- 
deen-Angus with more Shorthérn charac- 
teristics. He bred his two-year-old heifers 
to a Shorthorn bull so they might become 
impressed with the Shorthorn influence. It 
has been hinted the Sage of Tillyfour 
might have overlooked some of the off- 
spring of such matings and that is possibly 
where the off colors descend from. They are 
good stuff just the same if they have a 
little sprinkle of Shorthorn blood in their 
veins. The Shorthorn breeders who read 
this article might try the experiment on 
their breed by the use of a Black bull. 


The Queen Mother family is one of the 
old standbys. Queen Mother 41st had seven 
daughters and any one is the very salt and 
pepper of the breed. Many prominent ani- 
mals have been produced from this family 
and it is one that is equally famous for 
the bulls and cows it produces. From the 
time the first pure bred was recorded 
Queen Mothers have been most conspicious 
in the upbuilding of the breed. Queen Moth- 
ers when bred properly are good property 
anywhere along the line. 


The Barbara family is one of the old re- 
liable families and there are many of them. 
The McHenry Barbaras have been the most 
constructively developed and from them 
many great show animals have come. They 
are celebrated for the outstanding females. 
In the Rose.xere herd they have done ex- 
ceedingly well. In the 1933 International 
the grand champion bull and cow were 
Barbaras, that is alone 
sufficient recommendation 
for the family. 

The Miss Burgess fam- 
ily is a Ballindalloch fam- 
ily. Sir George M. Grant 
told me that Miss Burgess 
was one of his founda- 
tion cows when he found- 
ed the Ballindalloch herd. 
He said he cherished them 
for that reason, though 


Note—Mr. Judy who is sitting 
on the fence conversing with 
Sir George Macpherson Grant at 
Ballindalloch, says: In speaking 
of the Ballindalloch herd, it was 
the greatest beef breeding estab- 
lishment in the world. More 
selebrated beef cattle were bred 
at Ballindalloch, Scotland, than 
any other one place on earth. I 
think the herd passed through 
seven generations before it was 
dispersed in 1934. (Partly—A 
few of the aged cows and a 
bull were retained, so that it 
might not be called an all dis- 
persion.) In time you will like- 
ly hear of Ballindalloch being 
on the “map” again.

he had produced some great things from 
the family. If you will note the Miss Bur- 
gess pedigree is on the order of the Tro- 
jan Ericas. For several generations the sires 
in a Miss Burgess pedigree were bred at 
Ballindalloch. One of the most celebrated 
animals of this breed to find his way to 
America was Baron Inca 58611. He was 
imported by the late Eugene Grubb for the 
Colorado Agricultural College. Baron Inca 
was a champion in Ireland. He finished in 
the Heatherton herd. 

The Jilt family is a great family that 
produced many celebrated bulls. They were 
most desirable in Great Britain. 

There are many other prominent Aber- 
deen-Angus families that I could mention 
which have made history for the breed but 
it is impossible for me to cover all of them 
at this time. One that I will mention is the 
Zara family and they have hit the high 
spots in the !ife of the Aberdeen-Angus in 
France, Great Britain and in other coun- 
tries. Professor Plumb’s book on Aberdeen- 
Angus families, compiled from Judge Good- 
win’s notes will give you some idea of 
many of the Aberdeen-Angus families. 


Before I overlook it there is one fact 
that I want to mention, that is the reason 
why there is so many short pedigrees in 
the first half dozen herd books. After the 
first rush of imported Aberdeen-Angus, 
the Scotch breeders found their herds very 
much depleated. The American and Can- 
adian breeders had bought their best herds 
and they had no more to spare at that 
time. So the Polled Society of Scotland 
opened its books and took in and recorded 
anything that had two top crosses of a 
pure bred recorded sire. They were inter- 
ested in the American dollar and they got 
it just the same. It has always been public 
opinion that many that they recorded were 
no better than grades. 


From the time that Black Knight 4751 
sold for $2000, the Blackbirds become very 
popular and were very much in demand. 
The record of this family in America’s 
show yards is not equalled by any other 
family of the breed. The Trojan Ericas did 
not begin to shine very much until about 
1900. They had been [Turn to page 20

Iowa’s 83d Anniversary exposition is in 
full swing as the Journal goes to press. 
The big show opened August 25th and will 
continue through to September 3d when the 
herds will again move on. This time part of 
them will go north to Minnesota, some to 
the west where Lincoln will be the host 
and the remainder will go to Indianapolis 
and thence east. On this occasion seven full 
herds made their appearance. Several breed- 
ers entered one to three head each and some 
twenty of the Club boys brought out their 
4-H heifers. 

Congdon & Battles came down from Wis- 
consin; Brown, Hollinger, Tolan, and Hop- 
ley came up from Missouri; and the Han- 
na Stock Farms dropped in from North Da- 
kota; the Sawyers came from South Da- 
kota to make up the list of seven. Breeder 
“Milt” Tudor did the judging and seemed 
to be in his usual good form. He was able 
to find some wonderful tops in all the class- 
es. In fact most of the classes were good 
all the way down. 

J. Garrett Tolan of Illinois and Elliott 
Brown of Iowa went out and won a lion’s 
share of the firsts and all the purples. El- 
liott took away the senior and grand champ- 
ion bull purples with his great senior year- 
ling Envious Blackcap B. 6th shown on to- 
day’s cover page. This was his fourth suc- 
cessive victory at leading shows. Tolan pro- 
cured the junior championship with his 
Bull calf, Eileenmere 168th. Congdon & 
Battles won both the aged bull and the 
two year old bull classes. 

Brown won five of the six cow classes 
and Tolan took the other. It was not so hard 
then for Brown to capture the senior and 
grand championship purples with his Illi- 
nois champion Eva of Rose Hill 7th 484430. 
The battle for the junior championship was 
pretty well settled when Brown’s Erianna 
B. 4th defeated Tolan’s baby heifer Black- 
cap Tolan 61st in class. It was not so easy 
however for her to defeat Tolan’s summer 
yearling* heifer Blackcap Tolan 60th in the 
finals, but she finally won out, giving 
Brown a clean slate in the female section. 

This looks pretty good on paper. It was 
no small task to put the record there says 
Elliott who experienced some of the hot- 
test competition that he has ever been up 
against. Nevertheless he will be proud of 
the 1937 Iowa state fair record and the 
indications are that he will be right in 
the hottest spots all the way through the 


Season.

The purples fell to his great 
senior yearling bull shown on today’s cover 
page, Envious Blackcap B. 6th, while the 
female championship went to Eva of Rose 
Hill 7th. With the get of Envious Marshall 
3d he took away the coveted Get of Sire 
ribbon, and the graded herd and pair of 
calves blues also dropped in his basket. 

The Hartley Stock Farm had been show- 
ing very successfully on the Canadian cir- 
cuit.

A Worthy Enterprise. 
The First National Bank, of New Mar- 
tinsville, West Virginia, a thriving city of 
about 2500 inhabitants, located on the Ohio 
tiver in Wetzel county, in the northwest 
corner of the state is to be congratulated 
upon the farsighted agricultural policy of 
its officials. These gentlemen, headed by 
their president, Mr. M. H. Willis, conceived 
an idea for aiding the farmers in their 
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county to improve the general run of scrub 
stock now on the farms. As a result they 
made a purchase in a cattle sale held at 
Jackson Mills, West Virginia, last spring 
that attracted our attention and brought 
about an inquiry as to the purpose of the 
purchase. The following statement from 
Mr. Willis is self-explanatory: 

“On April 30, 1937, the First National 
Bank of New Martinsville, West Virginia, 
purchased at a cattle sale at Jackson Mills, 
West Virginia, six bulls for use by the 
farmers of its county. At least seventy-five 
per cent of the cattle now being raised in 
this county is of scrub stock. Our thought 
is to improve the stock, increase the size 
of the animals, thus adding to the assets, 
wealth and prosperity of the farmers. We 
have placed these bulls with good reliable 
farmers who are interested in cattle and 
have required an agreement that the ser- 
vice of the cows in the neighborhood shall 
be free. This is intended to reach the ten- 
ant farmer, the one who owns only one, two 
or three cows, and ultimately to reach all 
grades of cattle raisers. 

“These animals will be retained at their 
present location for two years and then will 
be exchanged into different parts of the 
county in order to prevent inbreeding; the 
animals remain the property of the bank. 
We believe that the interest so far shown 
by the farmers in this experiment insures 
its success, and that the bank will ultimate- 
ly lose little, if anything, on the investment 
in the bulls and by improving the condition 
of stock and increase in its value, will not 
suffer any real loss. So far as we know 
this is the first experiment of its kind in 
West Virginia.”

too highly treasured in Great Britain, so 
very few had been imported up to that 
date. Another great bull of the Blackbird 
family was Black Monk 138214, a son of 
Blackbird of Corskie 4th 7931, and his sire 
was Abbotsford, a son of Ermine Bearer 
1749, a most noted sire and his sire was the 
Highland Society champion Young Viscount 
181. At the Minnesota state fair 1897 the 
get of Black Monk 13214 in competition 
with other beef breeds won more than any 
other bull represented there. In bulls two 
years old and under three, Blackcap 
King 22655 was first and champion. In 
cows 3 years old and over his daughter 
Zara 5th was sweepstakes cow. In aged 
herds his five head of get was second, and 
the same in sweepstakes herd. In get of 
sire his get stood first, in breeders young 
herd his get stood second. Black Monk 
13214 was the sire of four head in the 
Goodwin & Judy grand champion herd over 
all breeds at the Illinois state fair in 1897. 
At the Trans-Mississippi Exposition in 1898 
another Blackbird bull of the Blackbird of 
Corskie 2d 1235 branch to attract wide at- 
tention was Lord Woodland 26475. His 
sire was Moon Ecilpser 8635, a Georgina 
bull. Lord Woodland 26475 had for a dam 
Blackbird Lassie 3703. He was awarded 
first as a yearling over all beef breeds. He 
was the first prize two-year-old at the 
Minnesota state fair in 1899 and this was 
one of the most important live stock shows 
in America. In 1900 Lord Woodland was 
grand champion bull at the Nebraska state 
fair. He was the sire of Hayti Woodlawn 
44962, a most powerful bull and champion 
from the time he showed in his yearling 
class. 

At the Evans dispersion sale in 1899 C. 
H. Gardner purchased Rosegay 30708, he 
developed him and exhibited him from the 
time he was a yearling until after he was 
three years old and he never met defeat. 
His sire was the Queen Mother bull, Gay 
Lad 19538 and he proved to be a champion

sire. Gay Lad 19538 was sired by Gay 
Blackbird 14443, a Blue Ribbon Blackbird 
sired by the Heather Bloom bull, Heather 
Lad 2d 7965, a son of the mighty Blackcap 
bull, Black Knight 4751. Gay Lad 19538 had 
for a dam the Queen Mother cow Lucia 
Windsor 7400 and she was a daughter of 
the Trojan Erica bull, Ermine Bearer 1749 
the sire of Abbotsford 2792 the sire of 
Black Monk 13214. Rosegay 30708 had for 
a dam the Westertown Rose cow, Rose of 
Emerson 3d 18718 a daughter of the Jil 
bull Jim Jams 13896. The dam of Rose of 
Emerson 3d 18718 was sired by the Black- 
cap bull, Blackbird Hero 14494, At the By- 
ans dispersion sale I purchased Blackcap 
2d 4752, a full sister to the celebrated 
Blackeap bull Black Knight 4751. 


At the Evans dispersion sale I purchased 
a. double bred Blackbird bull, Black Monazch 
of Emerson 30331, the most intensely ted 
Blackbird bull that had ever been in cvi- 
dence up to that time. His sire was Alblack 
24863, a double bred Blackcap bull—his sire 
was Blackbird Hero 14494 and his dam was 
Blackeap of Keiller Lodge 2095, a full sis- 
ter to Blackcap 2d 4752. The McHenry 
Blackeaps descend from K. L. B. a daughter 
of Blackeap 1552. Alblack 24863 had for 
dam the Blackeap cow, Blackeap of Emer- 
son 18889, a daughter of the Pride of Ater- 
deen bull Guinea 12892 and Blackcap 2d 
4752. Black Monarch of Emerson 30331 was 
the produce of the mating of a son and 
daughter of Blackbird Hero 14494 and he 
goes down in history as being one of the 
great masterpieces of the breed. He was of 
the Blackbird 4th family tribe. His dam 
Blackbird of Emerson 22450 was sired by 
Blackbird Hero 14494 and her dam Black- 
bird of Turlington 8th 16744 was sired by 
the great imported Jilt bull, Jim Jams 
13896. I mated Blackeap 2d 4752 to Black 
Monarch of Emerson 30331, her great 
grandson and from that mating Blackcap 
Judy 40226 was produced. She was the first 
prize heifer calf at the International show 
in 1900. I sold her in my sale at Chicago 
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Mercer County’s

Heather Blackbird was shown 
in 1894 and 1895 and proved an undefeated 
champion kull over all breeds. He was a 
great sire and sired many distinguished ani- 
mals. His master stroke as a sire was in 
siring the great Barbara cow, Barbara Mc- 
Henry 18th 26085 defeating the $5000 
grand champion Shorthorn cow Reburta. 
Black Monarch of Emerson 30331 demon- 
strated at the St. Louis World’s Fair 1904 
that he was the greatest Aberdeen-Angus 
sire produced up to that date. He was sire 
of Blackbird 24th 44725, first prize for 
cows three years old or over. He was the 
sire of Blackbird 26th 54457 first prize heif- 
er two years old and under three. She was 
the senior and grand champion cow. 

Black Monarch of Emerson 30331 sired 
Blackcap 22d 64114 the third prize heifer in 
the class for heifers over 18 months and 
under 2 years at the St. Louis World’s Fair 
in 1904.

somes in the germ cells are carefully stud- 
ied, one will find that in the female germ 
cells, which are the eggs, the thirty chromo- 
somes will be exactly like those in the male 
germ cells, which are the sperms. 

In other words, a cattle germ cell con- 
tains one member of each of thirty pairs of 
chromosomes. It follows therefore that the 
pairs are restored at the time of fertiliza- 
tion. In each fertilized egg one member of 
each pair of chromosomes came from the 
sire and the other from the dam. And it 
is obvious that chance alone determines 
which one of a pair of parental chromo- 
somes is to be a member of a recombined 
pair in the offspring. 

In order to demonstrate that chromo- 
somes control heredity, let us consider a 
simple illustration. It should be kept in 
mind that the principles involved in this 
illustration are fundamental to an under- 
standing of the mechanics of heredity. 

Some cattle have solid colors; they are 
completely pigmented, hence called “selfs” 
by geneticists. Aberdeen-Angus and Gallo- 
ways fall in this category. Of course, some 
individuals of these breeds have a very 
small amount of white on the udder or 
scrotum, but this can be ignored in our con- 
sideration of the inheritance of self. 

Other cattle, like Holsteins, have white 
spots of varying sizes scattered over their 
bodies. The white found in Herefords, on 


the other hand, is a different sort of thing 
and should not be confused with ordinary 
white-spotting. 

A cross between Aberdeen-Angus (self) 
produces 


and white-spotted individuals 
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solid-colored (self) calves exclusively. Why 
are no white-spotted calves produced ? 

Only one of the thirty pairs of chromo- 
somes is involved in the production of self 
and white-spotted calves. At certain points 
located exactly opposite each other on this 
pair of chromosomes are determiners for 
self or white-spotting as the case may be. 
Now if the determiners on both chromo- 
somes are for self, the calf will be self. If 
the determiners on both chromosomes are 
for white-spotting, the calf will be white- 
spotted. But if the determiner on one 
chromosome is for self and on the other 
chromosome for white-spotting, the calf will 
be a self because self is dominant to white- 
spotting. This is the relationship that exists 
between these determiners in the calves ob- 
tained by crossing selfs with white-spotted 
individuals. The determiner for spotting is 
called recessive because it cannot manifest 
itself when paired with the dominant deter- 
miner for self. 

What is to be expected when crosses are 
made between self-colored individuals each 
of which has the determiner for self-colored 
on one chromosome and the determiner for 
white-spotting on the other chromosome? 
It is important to remember that these 
determiners occupy identical positions on 2 
pair of chromosomes, and that the chromo- 
somes separate in the formation of germ 
cells, one chromosome going to one germ 
cell formed in the division process and one 
going to the other germ cell. 

The bulls used in making this cross 
would produce two kinds of sperm cells 
with respect to the determiners under con- 
sideration, sperms carrying the determiners 
for self and sperms carrying the deter- 
miner for white-spotting. The same thing 
would be true in the production of female 


germ cells or eggs. And, of course the two 
kinds of germ cells would be produced in 
equal numbers. 

It can be seen, therefore, that there would 
be three self-colored calves to every white- 
spotted calf. Only one out of three self- 
colored individuals would breed true for 
self, or, in other words, would not carry the 
recessive determiner for white-spotting. It 
would be impossible to distinguish the two 
kinds of selfs by outward appearances. All 
of the white-spotted individuals would breed 
true when mated to other white-spotted in- 
dividuals.

Farms are going rig 
ay a notable purchase of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus was made from Andelot 

Stock Farm of Worton, Maryland. Two 
outstanding good bulls and twelve excellent 
females. Headed by Edellor of Page 41st, 
the twelve females go to the home farm, 
where, under the watchful eye of Manager 
Tydings, they expect to produce the best 
type of Aberdeen-Angus. 

Edellor of Page 41st is a bull of excel- 
lent conformation. He has that great depth 
and thickness so necessary in a herd sire. 
Along with this, he has the style and qual- 
ity that makes him stand out as an except- 
ional bull. He is sired by Imported Evaxus 
of Ballindalloch. His dam is one of those 
famous Hartley Edellas, sired by Ensign of 
Glencarnock, who in turn is by Imported 
Evreux of Harviestoun. Edellor will be sen- 
ior herd sire in the “Home Herd” but will 
also be used on some of the best females 
in the outlying herds. 

Andelot Blackcapper 3d was selected as 
a “steer sire.” He is one of those compact, 
thick meated fellows who looks as if he 
should sire “premium steers.” He is sired 
by Revolution Blackeap, a bull who is mak- 
ing history in the Andelot herd. Revolution 
Blackeap is by the International grand 
champion, Revolution 7th, who, in turn, is 
by the International grand champion Black- 
cap Revolution. This young bull’s dam is 
by Revolution 12th by Blackcap Revolution. 
Here is a combination of blood and _ bull 
which should do the trick. 

The twelve females were selected from 
the best that Andelot could offer. Earl 
Marshall-Blackeap Revolution blood pre- 
vails through such bulls as Quality Marsh- 
all 3d, Prince Marshall 7th, Revolution of 
Page 11th and his son General of Page, 
Elite Marshall, Revolution 40th and Glen- 
carnock Buxton. An infusion of imported 
blood through Imported Evaxus of Ballin- 
dalloch and his son Evaxus 8th of Page is 
also noted. 

Roger A. Derby is engaged in invest- 
ment banking in New York City. He has 
been engaged in practical farming opera- 
tions in the South for the past twenty-five 
years. The following interview with Mr. 
Derby as to his program for the operation 
of Tyrconnel Farms has been recently se- 
cured from him. 

“We have at present something over fif- 
teen hundred acres in unit farms of from 
150 to 300 acres in Frederick and Mont- 
gomery counties. We are operating some 
600 acres with hired labor and the balance 
with tenants. All of these properties are 
conducted as grain and live stock farms— 
the system varying somewhat according to 
the qualifications of the individual proper- 
ties and the people operating them. 

“The superintendent in charge of all op- 
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erations is Mr. Warren E. Tydings, a grad- 
uate of the University of Maryland in the 
class of 1935. Mr. Tydings was born and 
brought up on a practical farm in Eastern 
Maryland. 

“We will carry three breeds of pure bred 
animals on the Tyrconnel Farms, Percher- 
on draft horses, Aberdeen-Angus beef cat- 
tle and Guernsey dairy cattle. We are at 
present operating two grade cow dairies 
shipping milk to the Washington market. 
One of these dairies will be converted into 
a pure bred herd of Guernseys to be ac- 
quired from Dunwalke Farms in New Jer- 
sey. 
“At present we have some twenty Per- 
cheron mares, two of which were imported 
from France last year, the balance being 
American bred. Our herd stallion is a four 
year old imported French horse, Langeais, 
who has successfully competed in four prin- 
cipal shows in France and won as both a 
two and three year old. In our opinion he 
comes as near to the ideal of a draft horse 
for American farm conditions as we have 
seen in this country or abroad. 

“Our first purchases of Aberdeen-Angus 
heifers were made through Mr. Kenneth 
McGregor from the Sam Henderson herd 
in Lacombe, Alberta, Canada. These fifty 
cows are now on one of our properties in 
Montgomery county operated on a share 
basis with Mr. Harvey Gue. Mr. Gue is 
farming 400 acres, principally in grain. 
This fall we purchased two excellent Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls, Edellor of Page 41st 
and Andelot Blackcapper 3d from the An- 
delot Stock Farms, both of which animals 
are now with Mr. Gue’s herd. 

“We also purchased twelve Aberdeen- 
Angus cows from the Andelot Stock Farm 
which will go to our home farm in Fred- 
erick county. Other purchases of Aberdeen- 
Angus heifers have been made for farms 
that we will operate on shares. 

“T believe that there is a practical oppor- 
tunity for the production of beef cattle in 
this region with the early maturing type 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle that we are 
breeding. Before the Civil war and the op- 
ening up of the Western range country 
this was a great beef producing region and 
the prosperity of the district, the fine stone 
and brick houses, the sturdy bank barns, 
are today a monument to it. Conditions in 
the Western range country have materially 
changed in the past few years, and Mary- 
land’s proximity to the large Eastern Mark- 
ets, its ample rain fall and well watered 
fields and good pastures are becoming 
evident as real and distinct advantages. 

“T much prefer, both for our own and 
our share crop operations to raise our own 
calves for fattening. I am not attracted by 
the annual speculation in feeding steers, 
certainly not as a long time policy. I con- 
sider that the real problem we have to solve 
is the balance of foundation stock to ac-

erage. In this connection overstocking can 
be a serious mistake. 

“As to farm management I do not like 
to experiment too much or to upset long 
established and proved farm practices. I 
believe that the mcst fundamental prin- 
cipal of farm management is to make the 
farm provide a living for the people who 
operate it and live on it. Sometimes this 
involves making these people take their 
living from the farm. I believe in a good 
garden for every farm family, in paying a 
large part of the wage to such employees 
as are hired in food products grown on the 
farm. To further this we are installing our 
own refrigerating unit at our home farm 
where we and our tenants can hang our 
own farm grown meat. I have seen too 
much of one crop speculation in the South 
and West to get involved in that type of 
agriculture. I do not believe that the Na- 
tional Government owes a living to so call- 
ed farmers who don’t keep a milk cow, or 
a chicken or hoe a garden and who attempt 
to live out of a can from the packer. 

“I would say that a guiding rule for a 
farmer is, “Feed the land and the land 
will feed you.”

tion takes a Trip Around Among the Aberdeen-Angus 


North Atlantic States. 


Sometimes when a secretary of a breed 
organization, who has not a hip-hold upon 
the breeders of his line of live stock, makes 
his visits around among the breeders as 
time affords, he meets with many different 
lines of opposition and questions which to 
say the least are frequently embarrassing. 
But when a secretary merely takes his job 
because he likes the work and because he 
likes to associate among the live stock 
breeders and the stock which they produce, 
I can see little reason for any such opposi- 
tion on the part of the breeders whom he 
happens to visit. 

At the outset let me say that I have never 
been associated with a group of live stock 
breeders who seem so wholeheartedly to 
realize that what helps one helps them all, 
as are the breeders of Abrdeen-Angus cat- 
tle here in the North Atlantic States. Every 
year I try to make a rather informal visit 
among them, and I rather pride myself over 
the fact that they all act as though they 
were glad when | come. 

We discuss such things as animals to be 
bought and animals they wish to sell. In 
some cases we go into details of care and 
management, and in some cases we sit and 
think and upon other occasions we probably 
only sit. But at all events, I get a great joy 
out of the fact that when I see so many of 
those good cattle here in these states, I 
know somewhat of the problems that these 
breeders face, and I am rather glad to Le 
considered as one who in his own humble 
way tries to pour oil on troubled waters and 
show the way when it comes not only to 
buying foundation stock, but selling the 
finished product. 

This year is no exception. All told the 
secretary of the Eastern Aberdeen-Angus 
Association has driven nearly three thous- 
and miles in the last four weeks, visiting 
breeders, attending sales, attending meet- 
ings to discuss the live stock exhibit at the 
coming New York City World’s Fair, and in 
other ways helping to locate animals to be 
bought or animals which are for sale. He 
has been consulting breeders and farm bu- 
reau agents regarding the question of the 
introduction of feeder steers, and has tried 
to bring out in all cases the question that 
fundamentally there is a place for a good 
animal always, but he has yet to see where 
there is a place for a poor one. 


All told this year I have visited farms on 
which there are some four thousand beef 
breeding females, not counting calves. That 
means that possibly there are nine thousand 
animals on the farms which the secretary 
of the Eastern Association knows to some 
extent. Furthermore, there is daily coming 
to my hands an average of two inquiries 
from someone in these states who is intro: 
ducing feeder steers or breeding Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Furthermore, when one re- 
members that many inquiries come from 
farm bureau agents, we can commence to 
realize a possible future for good cattle of 
this type here in the East for some time to 
come. 

It seems to me that it is a question of 
acquainting the prospective breeder with 
the requirements for beef breeding and 
finishing. He should be brought to realize

When one attempts 4 
figure out exactly what his breeding Ab na 
deen-Angus cows cost him, and on looking 
over his figures finds out that he rin 
charged heavy depreciation on the building 
which was originally built and equipped for 
dairy cattle, I sometimes give in to the ex. 
pression that if God would extend his 
strong right arm and burn the building with 
lightning, everyone involved, including the 
cattle, would be deeply appreciative. In 
other words, I consider the whole thing de- 
cidedly unfair, and the sooner people real- 
ize this, the better for them and the cattle 

I think I can notice a decided improve. 
ment in the type of cattle that is being 
raised here in the East. We frequently miss 
the guiding hand of the late William . 
Pew, it is true, but then we are gradually 
raising young men to take the positions of 
those who fall by the wayside, and while 
there will probably never be another Bil 
Pew, yet there are constantly arising in our 
minds, men who will in their own way be of 
great assistance to beef cattle breeders. 
What do the names of Dale Fletcher, Sam 
Morrison, Myron Fuerst, Obediah Potter, 
Clayton Taylor, Lee Colton, Tommy Scoon 
and others mean to the Aberdeen-Angus 
business ? 

Inquiries for cheap cattle, I believe, are 
becoming gradually more scarce. When one 
inquiries for cheap cattle, saying that he 
wishes to buy good Aberdeen-Angus regis- 
tered and bred females at seventy-five dol- 
lars, I suggest to him that his attempt at 
beef cattle rearing will probably lead him 
just about as far as though he were to buy 
in a dairy herd, insisting that no cow in 
that group should give more than three 
thousand pounds of milk per year. 


On Monday at our meeting of the com- 
mittee in charge of the coming 4-H Club 
baby beef show and sale in connection with 
the New York State Fair at Syracuse, we 
went a long way towards ‘establishing cel- 
tain central points to which the club agents 
might come to purchase their calves for the 
members of the 4-H Baby Beef Club. That 
will make one place where the cattle may 
be seen in groups, but we are looking for- 
ward to our two splendid shows here in the 
East this fall, namely, the New York State 
Fair at Syracuse, September 6 to 11, and 
the Eastern States Exposition at Spring: 
field two weeks later. We have prided oul 
selves for some time that while there ar 
several shows which will outnumter the 
cattle which reach these fairs, we have dis 
played at these two exhibitions some cattle 
as fine as the show circuit of the fall usual- 
ly sees.

ae from Mr. H. H. Tozier, the 
Dutchess County 4-H Agent,-who has had 
the responsibility of guiding the club mem- 
bers for a period of yéars, 1 found that the 
club had its origin over ten years ago. 

In 1926 through the efforts of W. A. Mc- 
Gregor, then General Manager for Briar- 
clift, and the late Wm. H. Pew, the club 
was organized. I have been told by a very 
reliable source that the only time that Mr. 
Pew, who succeeded Mr. McGregor as mana- 
ger at Briarcliff, was not ready to sell cat- 
tle. was on Friday evening, the time set 
aside for the Judging school of the club. 
With the type of men who organized the 
club, securing the financial support of the 
Stissing National Bank at Pine Plains, and 
the sponsorship of the Poughkeepsie Ex- 
change Club, such a club must go forward, 
and after ten years is still in full operation. 

Of course a lot of credit must go to Mr. 
Tozier as he is constantly on the job and 
does much toward the end in view. However 
he has a lot of fine help in the type of men 
he has assisting him, for local leaders in- 
cude Sam Morrison of Briarcliff Farms; 
Myron Fuerst, owner and manager of Fuerst 
Stock Farm; Dale Fletcher, cattle superin- 
tendent at Bethel Farms; Obed Potter, 
manager for Rally Farms; and Jimmy Iron- 
sides, who has showed many champions for 
Briarcliff. 

This year there are some forty steers in 
the county project and the club has a mem- 
bership of about thirty members. Meetings 
are held for judging experience and classes 
every week, Friday night at 7:30 o’clock, 
and every month from the first of May until 
September first a tour is made of the dif- 
ferent members, at which time the respec- 
tive steers are inspected and judged. The 
Friday evening school is very interesting 
as each member must examine the animals 
and judge them, placing his reasons on a 
score card and occasionally defend his state- 
ments or reasons orally. 

The great objective of course is a trip to 
the International at Chicago. Each year 
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some member wins the trip. To be eligible 
for such a prize the members attend regu- 
larly every meeting, make and send in accu- 
rate and neat records, give their steer or 
steers excellent care and do the feeding 
themselves as well as the grooming, must 
also give a fine appearance and exhibit 
good sportsmanship and conduct at all 
meetings. An age limit is placed upon the 
International trip, for the winner must be 
15 years old before being eligible to go. But 
in case the winner is under the age require- 
ment, he or she will at the age of fifteen be 
entitled to make the trip, for after winning 
and not being of age, the money is placed in 
a special fund, to be used only to send that 
contestant to the International. 

Much stress is laid on the care of the 
steers, and the willingness of the different 
members “to bring the steer along” and 
some very fine prime beef is surely in the 
making. 

The social side is not forgotten either, 
and already one general meeting has been 
held at Bethel Farms, at which Mr. Henry 
Jackson provided a fine lunch and was host 
to the entire group. 

The Journal wishes at this time to offer 
congratulations to the officers and mem- 
bers for what appeared to be one of the 
livest organizations of its kind and one that 
really is accomplishing an end.

When near a breeder’s place, even though 
I have been there before I can’t seem to 
just drive by, especially if I have a few 
minutes. So in going south from Northern 
New York state I stopped off for a chat 
with Clayton C. Taylor at Lawtons, New 
York. 

Mr. Taylor was a very busy man, for a 
wonderful hay crop was being cut, raked 
and loaded and hauled into the barns. As 
fine timothy hay as one can see was being 
given the attention, and already in Dan- 
cote’s barns were over a hundred tons and 
at least fifty to be added to it. Inspectors of 
his certified oats and potatoes were around 
making a periodical check, as Dancote sells 
a lot of certified seed, especially oats and 
potatoes. 

Despite the great amount of work to do, 
Clayton was only too pleased to take a few 
minutes off and show the cattle. His very 
nice last year’s show heifer has an excellent 
calf, a young bull, and from the looks of 
her udder and the appearance of the calf 
she has become a veritable nurse cow. This 


heifer, Coquette 2d of Dancote has another 
full sister being fitted, and not wishing to 
be too hopeful, Mr. Taylor says that she is 
good, but not quite as good as as her older 
sister. If you go into the pasture at Dan-

Just a few miles west of Lexington 
on the old Frankfort Pike lies the farm. 
Adjoining it is Idle Hour Farm, Col. E. R. 
Bradley's nationally famous race horse 
farm. But it is neither race horses, blue 
grass nor tobacco that makes Allenhurst a 
topic for these pages, although some of the 
jatter two are raised at the farm. Rather 
it is the fact that Mr. Allen and his daugh- 
ter, Martha, have a very fine herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, about five hundred 
aeres of as fine land as can be found and 
an ambition to raise as fine Aberdeen- 
Angus as is possible. 

They do not have the largest herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus in Kentucky but they do 
have about fifty breeding cows, all rather 
a fine type of beef cow, all showing the 
breeding behind them. Many of the cows 
are daughters of Earl Julian, a son of 
Blackcap Peer B., a very successful sire at 
Allenhurst for many years. 

Mr. Allen is not a new breeder, in fact 
before his time was his father, Mr. H. C. 
Allen, a charter member of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. The 
founding of the herd took place in 1883 and 
in most ways of reckoning time that is a 
few years. 

The senior herd sire at Allenhurst is 
Prince Elcho, a son of Black Questor of 
Woodcote, who is in turn by the imported 
pull, Elecho of Harviestoun. Prince Elcho 
deserves some space for he is one of the 
oldest and most remarkable bulls in the 
state of Kentucky. Mr. Allen admits hav- 
ing bred the bull. As a calf he was sold 
to Mr. J. H. Quisenberry who is the owner 
of a splendid herd at Winchester, Kentucky. 
Mr. Quisenberry showed me several daugh- 
ters of Prince Elcho at his Hill Crest Farms. 
After keeping the bull for about ten years 
he was prevailed upon by Mr. Allen to sell 
the bull back to Allenhurst. Prince Elcho, 
now in his thirteenth year is still active, 
and looks like a four year old. His record 
as a sire of steers and heifers cannot be 
denied, for he has sired grand champions 
at Louisville Fat Stock Show, several reserve 
champions, and has also sired some of the 
dams of grand champions at the same show. 
Having sired many of the fine females in 
Kentucky as well as the show stock makes 
of him a very valuable sire. 

At J. Garrett Tolan’s was selected this 
summer a young calf, a son of Eileenmere 
Sith and out of a daughter of Eileenmere 
32d. The calf is a fine prospect and much 
is hoped for him, but to be better than his 
predecessor is a big pair of shoes to fill.

Two of the smoothest bulls are being 
used as are two younger bulls, and calves 
are all over the farms. There are a lot of 
Southdown sheep too and at present about 
fifty head of young rams. 

The big job in Kentucky or rather in that 
section is to produce some extra fine 4-H 
ciub calves and interest in the fall show at 
Louisville is even now at an edge. J. R. 
White, Jr., over at Pine Grove, Kentucky 
bought a couple of calves from Mr. Quisen- 
berry and I have yet to see a more splendid 
prospect for a prize winning steer. In fact 
the calf is so smooth and short legged that 
I advised getting a picture of it and using 


it as part of a story for Kentucky, and 
also suggested that the calf be made to 
stand on a flat board with no grass or 
straw about his feet, so that one can see 
that he has legs, for to pose him in straw 
would be fatal. The calf really is about as 
short legged as can be and yet is no freak 
and is a well proportioned calf. Carried 
along properly and shown next fall, I should 
desire to see it at Chicago and believe that 
it would cause a lot of trouble for the boys 
in the open classes as well as 4-H club 
classes. 

A lot of tobacco too is grown down there 
in Kentucky and Hill Crest is no exception. 
While I was there they were setting out 
the plants. But most of the land is won- 
derful grass land and it is right in the Ken- 
tucky blue grass country, and I doubt if 
finer grazing land can be found, either in 
Kentucky or any other state than what can 
be found near Winchester.
